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I want to tell ycu to-day, gentlemen, 
that there are many, many women in lu- 
natic asylums who have deen driven 
there through priestly persecution in 
Roman Catholic convents; and is it 
right that in this land of liberty, this 
land where we have given freedom to 
the African slaves, that there should be 
so many thousands of white slaves in- 
closed within these living tombs that 
State money is going to support, and 
that Protestant purses are always opex 
to help build up in this country? (Great 
applause.) 

Allow me to say just here also, that in 
these inclosed orders, such an order as 
the one that I was in, it is not necessary 
to have the body of a sister buried in 
the cemetery. The community cemetery 
is right inside of the walls of a convent, 
A sister may die, or twenty sisters may 
die; it is not necessary to have a doc- 
tor's certificate; they can be buried in 
the ground of the convent and nobody 
be a bit wiser whether they die by being 
strangled or poisoned, or whether they 
die a natural death; and I say that such 
institutions as these have no right to 
exist in the enlightened nineteenth 
century. (Loud and prolonged applause. ) 

Now, we have a great many penances 
to perform in these convents. Don't 
think it is all very nice and easy there. 
Some young girls think they would like 
to be nuns because the nuns always look 
so beautiful and so peaceful: they have 
such a nice face: it is nice, it is so holy, 
it is so sanctified, there is such a ro- 
mance that surrounds the nun and con- 
ventual life. But I tell you, it is one 
thing to read of conventual life in the 
romantic novel. It is another thing to 
experience it within the walls of the 
Roman Catholic convent. 

So we have these penances to perform. 
There is one particular penance that I 
would speak to you about this evening, 
called the Penance of the Discipline, 
Every sister has to use this discipline 
It is an instrument of penance made 
with a brown wooden handle and with 
nine hempen cords; nine pleces of homp- 
en cord are twisted, and thirty knots in 
those hempen cords, We use this dis- 
cipline over our left shoulder onee in 
twenty-four hours, The way in which 
we use it ls this: We retire to the 
church, the gna is turned down very low, 
one of the sisters sits down at the organ 
to play the Stabat-Mater. Then the 
other sisters take off their habit from 
their left shoulder, and whilst the sister 
is playing at the organ, the other sisters 
commence singing the Stabat-Mater, and 
take this discipline and strike them- 
selves over the shoulder with it, and as 
the music becomes quicker, so the sis- 
ters’ singing becomes more and more 
excited, as it were, and they strike 
themselves much harder with the lash 

* unti] the blood pours down from their 
left shoulder,and this is called appeasing 
the anger of Jesus Christ, or, in other 
words, making reparation to Christ for 
the physical suffering he endured from 
the scourge he received the night provi- 
ous to the crucifixion. And remember, 
the church of Rome believes that Christ 
received five thousand strokes of the 
lash before sacrifice. 

Then we have the hair shirt, that is 
made of the very coarsest horsehair, 
We wear it next to our skin.

At each elve- 
tion since they have voted in larger 
numbers, und now nearly all go to the 
polls. It hus been said by the preju- 
diced, that the delicate and cultured 
woman would shrink away, and tho bold 
and indelicate come to the front in pub- 
lic affairs.
